The recent recession affected young workers severely. 
Among youth 16 to 24 years of age, the number 
holding jobs decliried sharply between October 1974 • 
and October 1975. Also, the proportion unemployed 
rose for youth both in and out of school.^ 

There were nearly 22 million youth 16 to 24 years 
cid in the job market in October 1975. For the 70 
percent yA\o were no longer in school, employment 
dropped' by more than 750,000 over the year. Among 
those/in school— a population group that increased 
sigijificandy between October 1974 and October 
l^'^S — the number employed was about the same 
jis a year earlier. The year-to-year increase in unem- 
/ ployment was significantly greater for out-of-school 
' youth— jumping from 10.8 to 14.9 percent— than . 
for students— rising from 13.1 to 15.0 percent. 
(See table 1.) •

? • 800^000 over the year among all youth 16 to 24 year's 
Y' of age, a greater rise than the. population increase 
i- iv for this gr^ many youths responded 

; to the difficult job situation by continuing or 
resuming their education.

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Among male students, the iwoportion who were 
in the labor force declined sli^tiy, particularly 
airiong , those 20 to 24 years old. (See tab!e 2.) 
For white men, the decline was a reversal ojf a 
pattern of gradually rising labor force participation 
rates during the past ^^ecade, while the rate for 
black* men, which has fluctuated considerably over 
the decade, fell below the 1965. level. In contrast, 
among both white and black female students, labor 
force participation rates have risen steadily and were 
16- and 10-percentage points higher^ respectively, 
than in 1965. 

College enrollment of 16- to 24-year-olds ex- 
panded over the year by 600,000, t^ce as jarge an 
increase as in the previous l-year period. Nearly all 
of the rise was among full-time students and was 
soineWhat greater for women. Nevertheless, -among 
all cpUege students, the proportioo enrolled full time 
has declined slightly over tjie p^st decade^ slipping 
from «86 percent iia 1965 t^ 84 percent in 1975. 

In recent years, comnimn^^ colleges have pro- 
vided for the education of an inqr^ing proportion 
of college students, -from 17 perci^ntVof all under- 
graduates in 1966, /when data/^n this stibject were 
first collected, to 29 percent in 1975.' Two-thirds 
of the over-the-year increase in undergraduate en- 
rollment was among students in 2-year colleges. This

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The steady increase in the labor force partidpaticm' 
rate of women cdlegc students seons to be related 
to the increasing proportion of women enrolled in 
2-year rather than 4-year college^ rising from 18 
percent in 1966 to 29 percent in 1975. Also, the 
proportion of w6men enrolled who were 20 to 24 
yeaii ofd rose over the decade, probably' reflecting 
the increased desire of many women to gain the 
education require for a job with career potential.. 
On the other hand, the proportion of men enrolled 
in 2*year colleges rose less sharply and the proportion 
of all male college students 20 to 24 years old 
remained unchanged over the decade. . 

The increased number of students in the labor 
force at a time of .rdative job scarcity was reflected 
in the large over-the-year rise in imemployment 
rates for students of all ages.* Among 2(tto 24ryear-i 
olds, the imemployment rate in October 1975 was 
dose to double the rate in 1973' at the beg^ming of 
the recession; All of the 1974-75 increase in unem- 
ployment was among white students; the unemploy- 
ment rate for black students was not significantly 
different from the very high rate of a year earlier. 

Further evidence of the recession was the rise 
in average duration of unemployment among stu- 
dents, particularly among those 20 to 24 years 
old. Among unem|doyed students, the proportion 
looking for work for a total of 15 weeks or more 
rose by a third over the year for 16 to .19 year 
olds, and more than doubled for those 20 to 24. 

Not enrolled in school. OwcT 15 million out-of-school 
youth were in the labor force in October 1975^ 
about the same as in 1974. Howe^^er, the number 
with jobs dropped by 755,000, while the number 
unemployed rose by 600,000 to 2.3 millioii, almost 
double the level in October 1973. The labor force 
participation rate declined among blacks while rer 
maining largely unchanged among whites; 

Age for age, unemployment rates in October 1975 
for youth not m school were generally higher than 
for those in school.

In 1975, a mnch smaDcr proportion of the jobless 
youth than in 1974 reported voluntarily leaving for- 
mer jobs, not surprising since all workers tend to re- 
. main on their job when unemployment levels rise and 
\ncw job prospects decrease. The proportions look- 
ing for work^because they had just finished, school 
or for other reasons such as wanting a temporary 
job, financial needs.. or discharge from the Armed 
Forces, did not change significandy over the year.

Explanatory Note 



THE ESTIMATES in this report are based on supplementary questions 
in the October 1975 Current Population Survey conducted and tabu^ 
lated for the Bureau of Labor Statistics by the Bureau of the 
Census. The basic labor force concepts, sac^le design, estiioating 
methods and reliability of the data are described briefly in the 
f oll oving psiections . 1/ 

DEFINITIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Population Coverage > Each month trained interviewers collect in- 
formation f rom a sample of about 47,000 households located in 
461 areas in 923 counties and independent cities, with coverage 
in 50 States and the District of Columbia. The estimates for this 
report include persons 16 to 34 years of age in the civilian 
noninstitutional population in" the calendar week ending October 18 
1975) The^ civilian noninstitutional population excludes all 
members of the Armed, Forces and iiunates of institutions. 

School Enrollment > ' - The school eiiTOllment statistics arer; based on^ 
replies to the enumerator's inquiry as to whether the person was 
enrolled In school. Enumerators are instriicted to count as en- 
rolled anyone who had been erirolled at any time during. the- current 
term or school year in day or night school in any type of public, 
pairochial, or other private school in the regular school system. 
Such schools include elemental^ schools, junior or senior high 
schools, emd colleges or universities. Persohs enrolled in" 
special schools not in the regular school systemV^uch as^ 
.schools or business colleges, ^are hot included in the enScollment 
figxires. Persons enrolled in classes whicli do not require physi- 
cal presence in school, such as correspondence courses or other 
courses of lindependent study and training courses given directly ^ 
on the job, are not^ reported as enrolled iii school. ! 

Full-Time and Part-Time Enrollment in College . A person; is classi 
fied as enrolled in college^ full time if he was taking 12 hours 
of classes or more during an average school week, and part time if 
he was taking fewer hours. i

High School Graduation Status . Persons whio were not enrolled in 
school at the time of the survey were aske<i whether they had 
graduated from high school. Those who had graduated were asked 
when they completed their high school education. Persons who had 
not graduated, that is, school dropouts, were asked when they last 
attended a regular school. Those who were enrolled in college at 
the time of the survey were also asked when they graduated from 
high school. ,

1^ Race > The population is divided into three -groiips on the basis of 

race: ' white ^ black, and "other jcaces^ " The last category in-

Matrital Status . Women are classified into three categories accord- 
i ing to their marital status atthe-time of the interview: Single; 
married, husband* present; and other marital status. A woman is 
classified as "married, husband present", if her husband was re- 
ported as a member of the household even though he may hay^ been 
temporctrily cibsent on business, vacation, on" a v isit, or in a 
hospital, etc., at the time, of the interview. The tenn, "oQier 
marital status" applies to women who are married with husband

Employed . Employed persons are all thosewho, during the survey 
w^ek, (a) did any work at all as paid employees or in their own 
- business or profession, or on their own farm, or who worked 15 

• hovJ^s more as unpaid workers in an enterprise operated by. a 
member of the family, or (b) did not work^Dut had jobs or busi- 
nesses from which they were temporarily absent because of il-lness, 
bad weather, vacation, labor-management dispute, or for personal 
re'asohs, whether or not they were paid by their employers-f or the 

_ time off , and whether or not they were seeking other jobs. 

Unemployed . Unemployed persons ai^e all those who did not work 
duriiig the survey week, made specific efforts to find a job 
within the preceding 4 weeks, and were available for Work or 
would have been available during the survey week except for tem- 
porary illness. Also included as unemployed are^ those who did 
r not work at all, were available "for work and (a) were waiting to 
be called back to a job from which they had been laid -off, or (b) 
were waiting to report to a new wage, or^^-dalary job within 30 days.
